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Tributes to 90-year-old killed in fire 
Hero neighbour drags husband to safety

A pensioner and committed 
churchgoer has died after a 
fire ripped through her home in 
Chessington. 

Dorothy Whiteway, 90, was a pop¬ 
ular member of Chessington 
Methodist Church and the Sur¬ 
biton Club for the Blind. 

She was found dead in her home 
in Moor Lane after a fire gutted the 


house on Sunday evening. 

Her husband Roy was pulled to 
safety by a next-door neighbour, 
and is recovering in hospital. 

Friends and family paid tribute 
to Mrs Whiteway this week. 

Son Steve, 56, said she was “very 
much a family person” who loved 
to see relatives. 

A member of the women’s fellow¬ 
ship group at Chessington 
Methodist Church, which stands 
just yards from the Whiteways’ 
home, said: “She was a lovely 
woman serving the church and the 


community. Anybody that needed 
her, she was always there.” 

Chessington councillor, and for¬ 
mer borough mayor, Councillor 
Shiraz Mirza said he was “devas¬ 
tated” by the news of Mrs White- 
way’s death. 

It took two hours for 35 firefight¬ 
ers to put out the blaze, which 
started at about 5.30pm and left the 
house uninhabitable. 

An investigation into the fire is 
ongoing, London Fire Brigade said.

‘We should have been 
left alone to grieve’

A mother campaigning for the 
truth about her son’s mysterious 
death in Kingston 17 years ago 
was spied on by undercover police. 

Sukhdev Reel said officers inves¬ 
tigating covert police practices 
told her she had been the subject 
of intelligence gathering at least 
five times, between 1998 and 1999. 

Mrs Reel told the BBC: “This 
was happening at the time when 
we were feeling very low. Our fam¬ 
ily was really torn apart. This was 
the time we should have been left 
alone to grieve for our son, instead 
of being spied upon.” 

Mrs Reel’s son Ricky, 20, disap¬ 
peared during a night out in 
Kingston on October 15,1997, and 
was found drowned in the River 
Thames a week later. 

The Brunei University student 
and his friends had been racially 


abused and attacked by a group of 
white men shortly before he 
disappeared. 

Mrs Reel has always maintained 
her son was murdered. An inquest 
in 1999 recorded an open verdict 
and two separate police inquiries 
failed to establish an exact cause 
of death. 

She is one of several justice cam¬ 
paigners believed to have been the 
subject of information gathering 
by officers from the Metropolitan 
Police’s special demonstration 
squad (SDS). 

A report by Operation Herne - 
which investigated claims officers 
deliberately infiltrated justice 
campaigns - criticised the Met for 
keeping information “which 
served no purpose in preventing 
crime or disorder”. 

Derbyshire Chief Constable 
Mick Creedon, who led the opera¬ 
tion, said there had been a lack of 
regard by the SDS, Special Branch 
and the Metropolitan Police. 


But the report found no evidence 
that officers deliberately infiltrat¬ 
ed or targeted family members 
from justice campaigns. 

John Azah, chairman of both 
the Kingston Race and Equalities 
Council and the Kingston Safer 
Neighbourhood Board, chaired a 
Justice for Ricky Reel campaign in 
1998, and sat on a panel overseeing 
the second police investigation 
into the death. 

He spoke to officers from Opera¬ 
tion Herne last week, and was as¬ 
sured he was not the subject of 
information gathering. 

However, he was told his name 
appeared in information regard¬ 
ing Ricky Reel’s family. 

He said: “They could have de¬ 
stroyed that information but they 
kept it, which I find unacceptable. 

“I’ve been assured they were not 
investigating me or the family. I’m 
content with them if I believe 
them - but after everything that’s 
happened, that’s a big if.”

Still no report on ‘failings’ over Charito murder

A crucial report into the brutal 
murder of a mother at the hands 
of her partner is unlikely to be 
published before the third an¬ 
niversary of her death. 

Charito Cruz, 37, was murdered 
by Asad Niazi in September 2011, 
after he beat her over the head 
with a hammer in front of their in¬ 
fant daughter at their home in 
Cambridge Road, Kingston. 

A domestic homicide review is 
investigating claims of failings by 
both police and social service 
managers and a subsequent cover- 
up of the alleged failings. 

Its author, domestic violence 
campaigner Davina James-Han- 
man, who started her review in 
February 2013, admitted publica¬ 
tion had been delayed due to 


family issues of her own. 

Reviews are meant to be 
completed in six months, accord¬ 
ing to Home Office guidance. 

She said: “I have submitted the 
final version with just a few minor 
points to be clarified so as far as I 
am aware it is with the Communi¬ 
ty Safety Partnership and/or the 
Home Office now. 

“The Home Office schedule is 
such that the first meeting at 
which it could be considered is 
September, but it may well not 
make it until the October meeting 
or even November.” 

Councillor Andrea Craig, lead 
member for children, youth and 
adult learning, said: “Until that re¬ 
port is published, the family will 
not have closure.”

Mr Whiteway, who grew up 
in Chessington, attributed his 
personal success and that of 
his two brothers in part to his 
mother’s support. 

He added: “She was always 
very driven. I quite often got 
extra homework. 

“We didn’t always like it at 
the time but in retrospect we 
all did very well. 

“We have a lot to thank her 
for. We’ve all risen to the top of 
our respective companies.” 

Next-door neighbour Rose¬ 
mary Rendall, whose husband 
Alan pulled Mrs Whiteway’s 
husband Roy from the fire, 
said: “We’ve lived next door to 
them for 30 years.

“They were like second 
grandparents to our three 
children. We even went on hol¬ 
iday together when the chil¬ 
dren were young. You would 
have to go a long way to find 
anyone that had anything bad 
to say about her.” 

A trained florist, Mrs White¬ 
way had won the Kingston in 
Bloom competition several 
times with her husband, and 
many lovestruck couples had 
seen her creations adorn their 
wedding ceremonies at Chess¬ 
ington Methodist Church. 

A friend at the church said: 
“She used to do all the flowers. 

“She was coming to terms 
with the fact that she could do 


less and less. This kept her 
going - she loved to go out. 

“She did whatever she possi¬ 
bly could. She was cheerful 
and happy, and loved 
company.” 

Chessington Councillor Shi¬ 
raz Mirza, who met Mrs 
Whiteway during his first 
mayoral term in 2000, said: 
“Dorothy was a fantastic lady. 
I just can’t tell you how dear 
she was to me. 

“Dorothy was a such a won¬ 
derful person that the words 
can’t express. This has really 
made a big impact.” 

The cause of the fire was 
still being investigated at the 
time of going to press. 


'ALAN RISKED HIS LIFE' 



Dorothy Whiteway’s family have 
thanked the heroic next-door 
neighbour who pulled her hus¬ 
band Roy alive from the blaze. 

Neighbour Alan Rendall was 
able to find Mr Whiteway and 
drag him to safety, after spotting 
smoke passing through his back 
garden. 

Mr Rendall, 63, said: “I’d been 
working in my garden, and I’d 
just sat down to watch the Grand 
Prix. 

“They have a conservatory at 
the back and at the time I didn’t 
notice anything untoward. 

“Just as I sat down in my din¬ 
ing room I saw some smoke go 
past. 

“When I stood up I could see a 
fire. The flames were coming 
from inside the window. 

“Mr Rendall wrapped a tea 
towel around his face to protect 
himself from smoke before 


entering the conservatory. 

He said: “I ran into the garden 
and ripped out one of the fence 
panels. The whole of the back of 
the conservatory was on fire. 

“I found Roy lying on the floor 
of the conservatory. There was 
glass crashing and things going 
bang. 

“I got down on my hands and 
knees and dragged him out by 
the ankles. He was conscious, 
but dazed.” 

Mr Rendall, a maintenence en¬ 
gineer at Parkside Hospital in 
Wimbledon, credited numerous 
fire safety courses during his ca¬ 
reer for his quick thinking. 

He said: “One of the things we 
need to be able to deal with is 
fire. You need to make suitable 
responses to a situation like 
that. I’ve still got a bad throat 
from it, but I declined to go to 
hospital. The whole thing feels 


like a dream. 

“I feel quite emotional just 
talking about it.” 

Mr Whiteway’s son Steve said: 
“Alan risked his life to bring him 
away. We owe him a big debt of 
gratitude. They’ve all been very 
good - the hospital, everyone. 

“There are a lot of thank yous. 


Alan was great and the neigh¬ 
bours were all brilliant.” 

Adam Love, who was the first 
firefighter on the scene, said: “It 
was a brave thing to do to help 
his neighbour out. 

“It’s a natural instinct to help 
people, especially if they are old 
and vulnerable.”

Nursery closed over 
fears for kids’ safety

A nursery was closed temporarily 
over an investigation into “safe¬ 
guarding concerns”. 

Both police and Ofsted descend¬ 
ed on Active Learning, in 
Kingston, over an unknown alle¬ 
gation received last Friday. 

But the nursery has hit back at 
Ofsted, saying its staff are not 
suspected of wrongdoing and that 
the regulator’s suspension of its 
registration goes against “natural 
justice”. 

A spokesman said: “The police 
have now concluded interviews 
with our staff and have informed 
us that there are no suspects 
within the nursery. However, Of¬ 
sted has decided - for reasons it 
has not yet communicated to us - 
to suspend our registration. 

“While safeguarding of children 
is at the heart of everything we 
stand for, we believe this decision 
is overcautious in the extreme 
and Ofsted is acting in the face of 
natural justice by suspending the 
licence before carrying out its 
own investigation.” 

Staff from the Victoria Road 
centre, which caters for up to 156 
children, were free to work in 
other Active Learning nurseries,

he said. 

An Ofsted spokesman said 
the closure was “standard 
procedure”. 

One parent said: “The commu¬ 
nication has been extremely 
badly handled. The parents are 
getting a feeling of complete 
stone-walling. 

“You’ve got 100-plus kids that 
have been massively let down.” 

Rajan Giritharan, a father-of- 
three from New Malden whose 
youngest son goes to the nursery, 
said: “I’m a bit concerned. It could 
be anything. It could be health 
and safety or they have employed 
somebody without checking. 

“If it has gone to police it can’t 


be trivial. We need to know the 
nature of the allegation.” 

Ofsted completed its investiga¬ 
tion on Wednesday. At its last in¬ 
spection in 2011 inspectors said 
staff knew how to safeguard chil¬ 
dren and and had a secure under¬ 
standing of child protection 
issues, but that written risk as¬ 
sessments were not reviewed in 
line with legal requirements due 
to an 18-month gap between 
assessments. 

Police said they had made no 
arrests.

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Driver arrested after cyclist dies in crash 


A grieving New Malden family 
have paid tribute to their 
youngest child who loved doing 
up motorbikes. 

Laurent Patrick Cullinan, 
known fondly by friends as 
Patrick, died weeks before his 
26th birthday after his bicycle 
was hit by a car in Kingston 
Road, Raynes Park, at 12.45am on 
Saturday, July 19. 

The car, a silver Honda Accord, 


stopped after the accident. A 32- 
year-old man, who was arrested 
on suspicion of causing serious 
injury by dangerous driving, has 
been bailed until September. 

His father Harry Cullinan, a 
former lawyer, said: “The only 
consolation is that he was not 
conscious through his suffering. 

“All we have got now are the 
very many happy, heartwarming 
memories of him.” 


Mr Cullinan, who had a long¬ 
term girlfriend of seven years, 
had just finished his two-year 
course in aeronautical engineer¬ 
ing at Kingston College and at¬ 
tained merits and distinctions. 

He had stripped and rebuilt two 
motorbikes - his “pride and joy”.

Former Coombe Boys’ School pupil Joon 
Kyu Kim, 15, fell from the top floor just be¬ 
fore 5pm, on Thursday, July 17. 

He died in hospital an hour later. 

The Korean student, who had just com¬ 
pleted his GCSE exams, landed on the 
basement floor outside Mothercare. 

He had lived with his father and brother. 

Kingston Council leader Kevin Davis 
tweeted: “Desperate news of boy falling to 
death in Bentall Centre. Not the first to die 
this way. Time for talks on how to prevent 
future incidents.” 

In January 2011, mother-of-two Alexis 
Sims, 45, from Teddington, who suffered 
from depression, killed herself after jump¬ 
ing from the top floor. 

Others took to Twitter. Tony Axelrod 
tweeted: “The tragedy at the Bentall Cen¬ 
tre yesterday must prompt action to screen 
off high levels. How many more incidents 
does there have to be?” 

And Zsuzsika Mai tweeted: “To avoid fur¬ 
ther situations like this, they need to 
change things, make the barriers higher or 
add nets or something.” 

Shoppers were led out of the building 
and police cordoned off the area while 
paramedics attended to Joon, who had 
been at school earlier in the day. 

Kingston police are still investigating the 
circumstances surrounding Joon’s death, 
which is being treated as non-suspicious. 

A Bentall Centre spokesman said: “We 
are deeply saddened by the tragic incident 
that occurred on Thursday, July 17, and 
extend our heartfelt sympathy to the de¬ 
ceased’s family, as well as those who wit¬ 
nessed what happened. 

“A police investigation is currently 
under way and the Health and Safety Exec¬ 
utive [Kingston Council’s] are also under¬ 
taking an audit. The centre is co-operating 
fully with the authorities.” 

Deborah Walls, headteacher of Coombe 
Boys’ School, said: “We are deeply shocked 
by the tragic loss of one of our students 
and our thoughts are with Joon’s family 
and friends. 

“Joon was an asset to the school, an in¬ 
credibly hard-working student who con¬ 
tributed a lot to his peers and his year 
group. We will remember him with great 
fondness and affection. 

“This is a terribly sad and difficult time 
for all of us. Pupils, staff and parents are 
helping each other and being given all the 
support they need at this difficult time.” 


Friends and family have 
been leaving flowers and trib¬ 
utes outside the Bentall Cen¬ 
tre this week. 

One friend said: “He was full 
of aspirations and had a lot of 
goals ahead of him. He was 
saving up to buy a computer 
as he was an avid gamer, was 
academically adequate, but 
sought to improve himself by 
extended revision. 

“His dream was to become a 


vet. He was a great boy and 
that’s what aches my heart. 

“He would go to the Apple 
Store [in the Bentall Centre] 
and use their Macbooks to 
play Minecraft. We used to see 
him there after school wear¬ 
ing his school uniform.” 

Another classmate said: “He 
was by far the nicest person I 
know and everyone will miss 
him.”

Is there actually any point in going through the legal 
system if this is the result that we get. Fair enough, it 
sounds as though a “thinking skills” course could be 
hard work for this pondlife, but is it really a deterrent?

Designers cleverly altered their plans for Broadway after consulting residents 

Greenway is now working 
well after earlier concerns 


As the secretary of the Hook Rise 
South Tolworth Residents’ Asso¬ 
ciation, I feel I must strongly dis¬ 
agree with Mr Walsh (Fifty 
shades of Greenway, July 17) and 
Mr Perham (Need a bit of tree 
thinking, July 17) on their com¬ 
ments about the Greenway. 

Firstly, Mr Walsh complains of 
a lack of consultation on this pro¬ 
ject, but I do not recall seeing ei¬ 
ther Mr Walsh or Mr Perham at 
the consultation meetings. 

We had considerable misgiv¬ 
ings when the project was put to 
us, but the designers cleverly al¬ 
tered their designs to answer our 
concerns. 

One of our concerns was 
that the walkway across the 


roundabout would be unsafe at 
night. 

I had the pleasure of catching a 
281 bus from Surbiton station to 
Tolworth and proceeded to walk 
home using the Greenway at 
nearly lam perfectly safely. 

The designers have cleverly 
used timber to protect people 
on the walkway from a side 
approach and, at the same 
time, given the users excellent 
visibility of people on the 
roundabout. 

We also expressed concerns 
that there was not sufficient 
room for both cyclists and pedes¬ 
trians on the Greenway - so the 
designers increased the width. 

In our discussions with the 


police, they pointed out that 
there were low crime figures for 
the old subways but this is be¬ 
cause, at night, they had been 
lightly used due to the history of 
muggings and sexual assaults in 
the Tolworth subways in the 
past. 

Prior to the Greenway, people 
at night had been dodging traffic 
to cross the A3. 

The Greenway is now working 
well since the motorists are now 
observing the 20mph limit. 

As one who shops on the Broad¬ 
way daily, I take great pleasure 
in seeing motorists courteously 
slowing or stopping to let pedes¬ 
trians cross. 

The convenience and flexibility 


of the Greenway and the result of 
this courteous action, in prac¬ 
tice, gives a great feelgood factor 
for shoppers. 

With regard to the trees - ei¬ 
ther the supplier, installer or 
whoever is responsible for main¬ 
tenance must be liable and I am 
sure our council will sort this 
out. 

Many readers may think that 
the Greenway was paid for by 
council tax, but it was paid for by 
central Government’s Transport 
for London, and we must look on 
it as a small compensation for 
having the A3 run through our 
borough.

It will showcase the campaign 
by Edwardian author John 
Galsworthy, who lived in 
Kingston, for better conditions 
for injured servicemen. 


From Lord Kitchener’s re¬ 
cruitment drive, to a family 
stranded on holiday and a lone¬ 
ly prisoner of war, the stories of 
Kingston’s involvement in the 
conflict will also come to the 
fore. 

They include stories uncov¬ 
ered in the Surrey Comet 
archives by researchers, as well 


as those shared by members of 
the community. 

One adventurous student, 
whose tale is included in the ex¬ 
hibition, was even arrested in 
Frankfurt as he tried to come 
home from a trip abroad - he 
had raised suspicion by reading 
with the light on after dark. 

Another case was that of the 


Cole brothers - five men all 
serving in the same regiment, 
and not all of whom would 
make it home.

Exhibition showcases tales of bravery and sacrifice 



Kingston Museum’s showcase of 
the borough’s contribution to the 
war effort has been running since 
May. 

Researchers have compiled a col¬ 
lection of touching and varied sto¬ 
ries from across the area, 
chronicling the sacrifices and suc¬ 
cesses of ordinary people during 
the conflict. 

Examples include New Malden 
nurse Daisy Lavender, who gave 
up her job in service in London to 
help wounded soldiers - and then 
treated in hospital the man she 
would later marry. 

A rifleman from Kingston, 
Charles Appleby, was blinded and 
nearly killed by an artillery strike. 

Incredibly, he regained his sight 
while convalescing in England 
when a large black cat jumped on 
his head. 

Also remembered are those who 
signed up to fight who were well 
under, and even over, the army’s 
age limits, as well as one unlucky 
soldier who survived the war, hav¬ 
ing won a medal for bravery, only

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HOME HELP: Alfriston Day Centre volunteers get a boost 

Cash will fund visits 
tackling loneliness

They have been plugging away 
for two years, but volunteers vis¬ 
iting isolated people with re¬ 
duced mobility for a cup of tea 
and a chat have finally been 
given funding. 

The Alfriston Day Centre team 
now hope to expand their out¬ 
reach service across Kingston to 
combat loneliness among the 
borough’s older population after 
a £3,000 council grant. 

The issue has prompted minis¬ 
ters to intervene and one charity 
to declare a state of emergency. 

Manager Diane Double said: 
“There are people who never get 
off the chair, and they’re bril¬ 
liant people who have fantastic 
brains, but it’s their bodies that 
have gone. 

“It’s not that they’re lonely be¬ 
cause they don’t know people. 
They get forgotten.” 

Care Minister Norman Lamb 
told the Financial Times Britain 
had “inadvertently become quite 
a neglectful society” and that 
volunteers need to step in. 

He said: “On our very streets 


we have people who live on their 
own, who don’t see anyone and 
whose relatives might visit once 
a month. What’s life like in 
between?” 

Trevor Lyttleton, chairman of 
Contact the Elderly, said the 
problem “has reached a state 
of emergency and must not be 
ignored”. 

Conservative Councillor Julie 
Pickering, lead member for 
health, said: “It is obviously an 
issue that we need to address. 
We’re picking up on lessons 
learned from other parts of the 
country. Part of that generally 
is, for me, selling the services 
that we have to make sure people 
know they exist.” 

Mrs Double said 
she feared

Last year nearby Newent 
House was closed, and residents 
moved elsewhere or to private 
accommodation. 

The council saved about 
£900,000. 

Liberal Democrat leader Coun¬ 
cillor Liz Green said: “Generally 
speaking people have a better 
quality of life within their own 
home. That doesn’t mean they 
don’t need access to people. 
That’s one of the things the vol¬ 
untary sector does better than 
councils - volunteers that go into 
people’s homes tend to have 
more time.”

In a large mixing bowl, whisk the eggs and sugar together using a hand-held 
electric whisk on high speed until pale, very thick and very airy. (This will take about 
5 minutes). Sift the flour and cocoa powder together, then sift into the egg mixture 
and fold in gently using a large metal spoon. It is important to keep the air in the 
mixture, so do not beat. 

Share the mixture between the cake tins and level the tops. Bake for 8-10 minutes, 
until the tops spring back when pressed lightly. Cool on a wire rack for 5 minutes, 
then remove the cakes from the tins and peel away the lining paper. 

Cool completely. 

For the filling, put the low fat spread into a mixing bowl and sift in the icing sugar 
and cocoa powder. Beat together until smooth. Reserve about 1 tablespoon, then 
spread the rest over the top of one cake and place the other cake on top. Dip each 
raspberry into the reserved chocolate filling and arrange on top of the cake. Drizzle 
with melted chocolate and serve, cut into eight slices.

London sees over 20 per cent increase 


House prices in London rose by a 
record annual rate of 20.1 per 
cent in May as overall growth in 
the UK climbed to 10.5 per cent. 

The average home in the capital 
now costs £492,000, compared to 
£262,000 across the country, 
according to the Office for 
National Statistics (ONS). 

The annual increase for house 
prices across the UK is the 
strongest since May 2010 but for 
London it is the sharpest since 
records began in 2002. 

The ONS said: "House prices are 
increasingly strong across most 
parts of the UK, with prices in 
London again showing the 
highest growth." 

Prices rose by 9.6 per cent in the 
south east and 8.6 per cent in the 
east, the figures showed. 

Outside London and the south 
east, annual price increases 
averaged 6.4 per cent, the highest 
rate since June 2010. 

On a month-by-month basis, 


values jumped by 0.8 per cent 
across the country, compared with 
a rise of 0.3 per cent a month 
earlier. The figures also show that 
first-time buyers face having to 
pay 11.3 per cent more to get on 
the property ladder than they did 
a year ago, with the typical starter 
home now costing £202,000. 

Every region in England saw an 
annual price uplift, with the 
lowest rate of 3.9 per cent in the 
North West. 

Prices overall in England rose by 
11 per cent over the year, with a 

6.5 per cent increase in Wales and 

3.6 per cent in Scotland while 
prices in Northern Ireland fell by 
0.7 per cent. In London, the house 
price index is 33.7 per cent above 
the pre-crisis peak level while 
England has recovered to just 8.9 
per cent. 

The figures come just weeks 
after the Bank of England moved 
to put curbs on riskier mortgage 
lending.
